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‘Brotherhood Week’ 


All over Canada there begins today a 
period which is known as “Brotherhood 


Week.” 
The purpose of “Brotherhood Week,” 


which is sponsored by the Canadian Coun- 
cil of Christians and Jews, has been de- 


fined in these words: 

“To promote justice, amity, under- 
standing and co-operation among Protes- 
tants, Catholics and Jews and to analyze, 
moderate and finally eliminate intergroup 
perjudices which disfigure and distort re- 
ligious, business, social and political rela- 
tions, with a view to the establishment of a 
social order in which the religious ideals of 
brotherhood and justice shall become the 
standards of human relationships.” 

This definition appeals to us because it 
does not pretend too much. It does not at- 
tempt to set any goal which is beyond 
human capacity. 

The Canadian Council of Christians and 
Jews is obviously not a religious organiza- 
tion, although it has been endorsed by 
leaders of all faiths, because it does not 
demand that any member surrender any 
detail of his own doctrine or to create a 
common pool of religious views. 

It is purely a social organization de- 
voted to maintaining a wholesome state of 
society by eliminating those factors of 
hatred and prejudice and suspicion which 
corrode and destroy society. 

There is great significance, then, in the 
term “justice” which is employed in the 
definition.

It is an important proposition to con- 
sider this week because a society or a na- 
tion that is shot through with racial and 
religious bitternesses is a society or nation 
in which the process of social decay has 
already begun, 

Hatred destroys him who hates quite 
as much as it destroys him who is hated. 

This Brotherhood Week affords an ex- 
cellent opportunity to discuss these vital 
matters of tolerance and co-operation with 
your children, with your friends and with 
yourself, 

Brotherhood Week can on!y be the suc- 
cess it deserves to be if it is faced openly 
and frankly and fairly by everyone,

But surely it is not beyond the capacity 
of governmental organization in Canada 
that at least some of these specialists
